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Canada’s International Responsibility 

—_—_o ‘i 
Has Canada any resjfonsibility internationally? Should a nation of oply 
eight million people, with half a continent to develop and with many 
largo domestic problems of its own to solve, concern itself with conditions and 
affairs in other countries, on other continents, and throughout the world? Is 
it the duty of Canaga*to aSsist in bringing about a solition of world problems 
and in the development of @ larger spirit of brotherhood among all peoples 
and nations? «. 

An overwhelming majority of Canadian people have answered these ques- 

‘tions {a thé affirmative on many occasions and in various ways. From 
earliest days-the Canadian churches have recognized such responsibility in 
their foreign mission work, their activities including the establishment of 
colleges, schools, hospitals and medical services as well as the teaching of 
the ideals and precepts of the Christ. Our Government said “Yes” when 
they sent the Canadian contingent to fight for Ifberty and justice in South 
Africa, and later when they authorized Canada’s young manhood in its hun- 
dreds of thousands to participate in the Great War. Canada’s Parliament, 
as representative of all Canadians, emphatically agreed when it set the seal 
of its approval to the affixing of Canada’s signature to the covenant of the 
League of ‘Nations. 

Canadian opinion is well defined on this question, but, as was inevitable in 
view of our pioneer and largely undeveloped state, with many domestic diffi- 
cullles and problems to be solyed, our distance from the Old World, and our 
geographical, commercial and social connections with the United States which 
has for so long accepted the Munroe Dostrine and its policy of isolation from 
participation in world affairs, there are quite a few Canadians who are either 

‘opposed to Canada accepting any international responsibilities, or who rele- 
gate such mattets to a place of very minor importanec. 

‘ The danger in a country like Canada is not that two much attention may 
be given to international questions, and our responsibility in regard thereto; 
rather Canada’s danger Hes in the over-émphasis of sectional interests at 
home, whether those interests arise from considerations of geography, religion, 
race or occupation. In their own interests Canadians must be Canadians be- 
fore anything else—not Easterners or Westerners, farmers or manufacturers, 
French-speaking or English-speaking, Protestant or Roman Catholic, but Can- 
adians. Only so can Canada realize-its high destiny and play her part worth- 
fly in the larger affairs of the world. 

Whatever old statutes may say, Canada has passed forever from the old 
position as a colony dependency of England. Im the language of the Cem- 
stitution of the Irish Free State, the dominions of the Empire are recognized 
as “co-equal members of the Community of Nations forming the British Com- 
monwealth.” If is now not only our right but our duty to think, not merely 
as Provinces, or as a Dominion, or even as an Empire, but internationally as a 
nation in a world brotherhood of nations. : 

Even assumfhg it to be desirable, it is not possible to disregard our inter 
national status and the responsibilities which attach to that position. Even 
if Canada had not sent a soldier to. Europe in the Great War, this country 
would have suffered enormous loss, ahd had Germany been victorious Can- 
ada, in common with the rest of the world, would have syffered. -Nations 
cannot approach problems today: from the standpoint of a narrow, selfish 
nationalism which thinks it is promoting its own interests best when ft is 
gaining some advantage at the expense of other nations. History has proven 
that to be an entirely falge conception. We cannot ignore international prob- 
lems, and in our interest. we Must approach them from the larger point of view 
that a nation best serves its’ ‘interests when it rénders the greatest service to 
humanity. We must adopt and follow the Christian rather than the pagan 
ideal. 

If any part of Canada, or ee section of the world for that matter, could 
ignore intérnational responsibilities it would be the broad prairies of .the 
West. But can even this country afford to do so? Last year Western Can- 
ada harvested probably the best crop, taking quantity and quality together, it 
ever broduced, and yet having regard to price realized and cost of production 
and marketing, many farmers are not very much ahead. Why? The Cana- 
dian tariff may be.partly responsible; costs of transportation to world mar- 
kets partly responsible; costs of labor partly responsible. But without mini- 
mizing these, the fact remains a bushel of Canadfan wheat on board ship at 
Hamburg, valued at $1.50 in Canadian curr ency, would cost the German buyer 
at the present rate of exchange 10,000 marks, Or the equivalent of almost 
$2,500 Canadian currency at the pre-war rate of exchange. And what is true 
in the case of Germany is true In varying degrees of other European coun- 
tries which would be purchasers of our wheat.. The result is that millions 
of people in Europe who want our wheat cannot afford to buy it. Why? 
Because of the international situation. Canada is the loser and Europe is 
the sufferer. 

It is in Canada’s purely ‘selfish and economic interests to take an even 
lgrger interest and responsibiliiy in connection with international affairs. 
But greater than these is the consideration we owe to the building up of a 
broader, better humanity and spirit of world brotherhood, and in the develop- 
ment of such mutual goodwill and uhderstanding between nations nothing 
better than the League of Nations has yet been devised. It is not perfect, 
nor can it reach its full power and usefulness until all nations, including Ger- 
many, Russia and the United States, are incorporated in its membership. 
The League is gaining in prestige, and inasmuch as nothing succeeds like suc- 
cess, and as nothing but success can induce the United States and other 
countries to come in, it is Canada’s proud privilege to do all in its power to 
support the League and assist in interpreting it to our neighbors to the south.

Corn Raising In West 


Corn Can Be Profitably Grown For 
Feed For Cattle 

Corn raising will be fairly general 
on the prairies of the Canadian West 
this year, for the first time in the ag- 
ricultural history of the provinces of 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba and 
British Columbia, with more thah 450 
farmers engaged in raising what was 
formerly regarded as g product of 
more torrid regions.

No Wheat Pool_For This Year 

After deliberation, the board of di- 
rectors of the U. F. A. have decided 
to organize a voluntary wheat pool, 
by which to dispose of the Alberta 
crop; but owing to the shortness of 
the time before this year’ crop will 
come to market, such action will not 
be taken this year. 

After dead silence since the begin. 
ning of their regular midsummer 


‘board meeting two days ago, the di- 


rectors issued. a short ,statement to 
the press on Wednesday evening. The 
official statement is signed by the 
members of the “wheat pool commit- 
tce’—-W. J. Jackman, Stephen Lunn, 
and A. R. Brown, 

The statement which asserts that 
the board has received assurance of co- 
operation by the a govern. 
ment follows: 

“After two days spent j in careful de- 
liberation, during which the question 
has been viewed from every angle, it 
has been unanmiously decided by the 
board of directors of the U. F. A. to 
organize a voluntary pool for the hand 
ling of the Alberta wheat crop, and 
a committee has been appointed to gi- 
ve effect to the decision and organize 
a pool to be brought into operation at 
the earliest date practicable. 

The board has a full appreciation of 
the magnitude of this effort, and be- 
lieves it only reflects the opinion of 
the farmers of the province in not 
risking in any way the success of the 
undertaking by hasty action. Having 
in mind the various problems which 
must be worked out before such a 
pool can be placed on efficient work- 
ing basis, and the shortness of time 
which will elapse before the crop 
comes on to the market, it is not 
thought possible to complete the plans 
in time to handle this year’s grain. 

“The board has received the assur- 
ance of the earnest and active co-op- 
eration of the provincial government 
in its efforts and the committee en- 
trusted with the task of organizing 
the pool will avail itself of the assis- 
tance-of any other body which is in 
a position to give help. 

“The wheat pool committee consists 
of W. J. Jackman, Bremner; Stephen 
Lunn, Pincher Oreek and A. R. Brown 
of Westlock. 

“It will work very largely in con- 
junction wth the co-operative market- 
ing committee of the provincial cab- 
inet, which has already commenced its 
task of investigation.”

The Need of the Moment - 

The American vice-president does 
not take a very active._part in the mat- 
ters of state. But the present occu 
pant of the office, Mr. Calvin Coolidge, 
is a man of unusual force of’ charact- 
er who, if he should succeed to the 
chief post would be certain to take 
high rank among the presidents. He 
hsa been making good use of his com- 
parative leisure by delivering addres. 
ses which deal with public affairs 
in their broader aspects. The other 
day he told the country that what it 
needed was rot more government 
but more culture; not more 
laws but more religion. 

We may well, he went on to say, let 
a season of adjustment and experience 
disclose the results of the theories 
which have been adopted in the last 
forty years. In complete freedom of 
action the people oftimes have a more 
effective remedy than can be supplied 
by a government interference. ° Indi- 
vidual initiative in the long run is a 
firmer reliance than bureaucratic sup- 
ervision. 

Mr. Coolidge speaks to an audience 
which is steadily growing more re- 
sponsive to his ideas. The swing aw- 
ay from paternalistic notions is as 
strong in the United States as it is 
elsewhere. 

WORLD COURT CALL 

In his memorial address at Arling- 
ton. President Harding of the United 
States declared that his country “must 
do things which rational thinking 
leads us to believe will tend to render 
war less likely.” He continued in the 
following words. ‘We cannot guaran- 
tee, but we can promote the peaceful 
adjustment of disputes, we can aid 
in the establishment of agencies of 
peace, we can be influential in com 
mitting the world to the triumphs of 
peace and make hateful to human kind 
the spoils of war.”’ What Mr. Hard 
ing had in mind was undoubtedly a 
more direct connection with the agen. 
cies already established, notably the 
permanent court of international jus- 
tice. 


Politicians in the United States ap- 
pear’ to believe that his advocacy of 
American participation in the work of 
this court may be used against Presid 
ent Harding as the League of Nations 
was used as ap instrument to destroy 
Woodrow Wilson. Conditions how- 
éver, are not now as they were when 
the League of Nations was abandoned 
by the U. §. American people 
have since seen the domestic effect of 
unsettled conditions in Europe. They

Evidence that such a sentment is 
forming in the States is given by a 
call issued to 125,000 congregations to 
rally to Harding’s support. The app- 
eal is from. the eouncil of the Church 
of Christ of the U.S. 

“A day of great decision for~our 
country and the world has now arriv- 
ed,” says the call, adding that the is- 
sue which the world court presents 
embodied age-long confiict between 
law and force. ~ 

“Today around the earth,” the mes. 
sage continues, “the pecple know that 
if mations are to survive they must 
subject their individual wills to estab- 
lished process of law, their individual 
interest to the welfare of all man- 
kind. All that the Christian chureh 
itself has built up in the hearts and 
minds of the people through centur- 
ies of effort hangs in the balance. 

“For war in the future, aided by the 
powers of science simply means eelf- 
destruction. This appeal to the sword 
an be abolished by only one means— 
the means already found effective 
within the state—by building up an 
appeal to law instead. That is exact- 
ly the purpose of the permanent court 
of international justice. In it we see 
a great advance in the long struggle 
of’ man to civilize himself. 

“There will be strong forces at work 
opposing the action recommended by 
the president. Some will conjure up 
dangers to frighten doubtful minds. 
Others may oppose it because it does 
not go all the way in outlawing war. 
Although this is true, the establish- 
ment of the court is a most important 
practical step in this direction. Sure- 
ly we should not hesitate to take the 
first step because it is not a complete 
solution all at once.’ 

The court which l’resident Harding 
wants his country to enter is not a pri- 
vate court of the League of Nations. 
By a cecision of the council of the lea- 
gue on May 12, 1922, it thas been open- 
ed to all the world. In most cases 
each party to a dispute must consent 
before the court can deal with the dis- 
pute. An optional clause in the treaty 
establishing the court has now been 
ratified) in most cases upon condition 
of reciprocity, by eighteen states, giv- 
ing the court jurisdiction in every dis- 
pute between these states in which is 
involved any question ef breach of an 
interpretation of a treaty, or of a 
breach of an international obligation. 

For the United States to place rep- 
regentatives on this world court would 
be one of the most influential moves 
for world peace and rehabilitation that 
has been made since the end of the 
great War.

Produce Real Pearls 


Japs Have a System of Grafting that 
Produces Results 
The Japs have gone one better than 


nature in producing real pearls from - 


oysters with a little help. The pro- 
cess is not dissimiliar to  fruit-tree 
grafting. A little mother of pearl 
nucleus is enveloped in a fragment of 
the tissue of a pearl producing oyster. 
This nucleus is then ingtpoduced into 
the deeper tissues of the oyster and 
after 6 or 7 years the pearl is born. It 
reacts from all tests like the purely 
matural pearl. The discovery has 
not cheapened pearls very much on ac- 
count of the difficulty and time con- 
sumed by the process,

Our sister Dominion, New Zealand, 
Nas just closed its fiscal year with a 
surplus of over six million dollars, an 
achievement of which any Minister 
of Finance might be proud. In his 
review of trade and conditions the 
Prime Minister shows that an improy- 
ed condition of affairs l:as reacted on 
the national exchequer. The amount 
raised by land and income. tax was 
less than that of last year, due partly 
to decreased incomes, but mainly to a 
lower rate of taxation, although the 
rate is still considerably higher than 
that of Canada, amounting to over 
seven shillings in the pound on maxi- 
mum incomes. There is strong agita- 
tion to bring the tax down to @ive 
shillings in the pound, or one-quarter 
of the total income, 

New Zealand is not content to pile 
up deficit upon deficit year after 
year and hope like Micawber for 
something to turn up. Premier 
Massey is paying his way, and 
while the people are called upon to 
make sacrifices, yet the country 
sems to be a magnet for thousands 
of the best emigrants from Britain 
which Canada fails to attract.—Mon-

Livestock Prospects 


Much Better Tone to Market !s Now | 
Noted 


It is too soon as yet to judge how 
far the opening of the British mar- 
ket to Canadian cattle will relleve the 
situation, but the results so far are 
encouraging and have at least given 
Canadian cattle favorable publicity. 
The United States tariff continues to 
act as an impediment to the shipment 
of cattle to the American market, but 
its effect is largely tempered by the 
good demand which exists for our pro- 
duct, and it is noteworthy that one of 
the recent amendments to the Cana- 
dian customs tariff, providing for a 
certain measure of reciprocity with 
the United States, is based upon the 
expectation that the American de- 
mand for Canadian Hvestock and 
agricultural products will be sufficient- 
ly strong to modify the present regu- 
lations of that country. The amend- 
ment provides that, if the United 
States Government reduces by 50 per 
cent. the tariff on cattle, wheat, wheat 
flour, oats, barley, potatoes, onions, 
turnips, hay, as also on certain kinds 
of fish, a compensatory reduction mgy 
be made by Order-in-Council in ald 
Canadian tariff on imports from the 
United States. The domestic market 
for Canadian livestock shows some 
improvement; it is reported from Cal- 
gary that there is a good demand for 
stockers from both eastern and 
western points. The market’ for 
hogs continues to be good.
